In Chicago yesterday (Dec. 3), Ihc 
lirst Isuc of mulUmilllonalrc Mar- 
shall Field's morning Sun was 
scheduled to come off the presses as 
the latest challenge to muiti>miN 
lionaire Robert McCormlclt's morn- 
ing Tribune, which Is modestly call- 
ed by ils publisher "The Greatest 
Newspaper in the World," and has 
been voted by newsmen as, next to 
the Hearst press, the "least fair and 
reliable" of all U.S! newspapers. 

Since 1855 the Tribune has dom- 
inated Chicago's morning newspa- 
per field, and has seen 13 competi- 
tors crumble before its militant 
methods. Today, with the largest 
circulation of any standard sized 
U.S. newspaper, the Tribune is do- 
minated entirely by the personality 
of its publisher, whose hate for Pre- 
sident Roosevelt and whose isola- 
tionist sentiments have led to out- 
right fabrication of news stories and 
the decay of a once great foreign 
sUff. 

Prepared to spend as much as five 
'million dollars, Marshall Field real- 
izes the strength of his opponent in 
his fight to bring decent journalism 
to Chicago's morning newspaper 
lield. Despite public demonstrations 
and mass burnings of copies of his 
paper. Col. McCormicIc (who once 
predicted that Stukas could be shot 
down like ducks) has thrived on 
competition and notoriety. During 
the last five years, when the Trib- 
une has become most unreliable, iti 
circulation Jumped over a quarter 
of a million. 

With the lYibunc's only compe- 
tent Journalists now on Uic shelf, 
the battle of the giants wiU prob- 
ably rest largely on the degree to 
which Col Mccormick's ideas about 
Journalistic ethics, once harmlessly 
confined to the' editorial page, have 
seeped into every member of the 
sUff. 

In any event, wc hope, for Chi- 
cago's sake, that the Sun is success- 
ful. • And yesterday wc senl -in a 
trial subscription.

WHAT WE'RE THI.NKING 
The establishment of a Canadian 
Institute of Public Opinion, under 
the supervision of Dr. Gallup, is tho 
answer in this country to a problem 
of the greatest interest in any de- 
mocracy — "What do the people 
think?" In a totaliUrian sUte, it 
would be a mockery. There the in- 
dividual would ask himself, not 
"What is my opinion of this mat- 
ter?" but "What Is the most ad- 
vantageous, or any rate the least 
dangerous, answer to give?" Or be 
might reply, "I can hardly see what 
you mean by opinion. I know the 
truth, because I have been told it." 
„ Here we still feel that what Can- 
adians think about a matter ought 
to have some influence on what is 
done about it in their name, and 
that there may be two or more 
points of view, not simply one 
which is onicial and compulsory. 
Accordingly, the Institute will at- 
tempt to measure, by a method 
which has been found effective in 
the United States, Just how Ùie Can- 
adian public is reacting to various 
controversial questions. 

Such a survey has of course a 
great deal of scientific interest. 
Questions about the fluctuations of 
public opinion as It is affected by 
events, about differences of opinion 
in various groups, about the factors 
which most strongly affect opinion, 
may be given tentative answers. 

Again, these answers may suggest 
practical steps to be taken. Persons

Insurance Act 
Covers Students 

Unemployment 
Law Applies to 
Part Time Work 



The Regional Office of the Unem- 
ployment Commission of Canada 
announced today that Students who 
will bo employed during this 
Christmas Vacation and who work- 
ed this summer and already have 
tijeir insurance books will be in- 
surable and must make contribu- 
tions. Students who have not 
worked previously wUl be except- 

ed. - ■ ■ , 

According to the act full-time stu- 
dents who work at any time dur- 
ing the school term arc not insur- 
able. However, if they work during 
the vacation periods they become 
insurable and contributions must be 
made to the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Fund. Benefits are stored up 
and may be used at some future 
date. 

There is no age limit or minimum 
wage limit for insurability and a 
person Is considered insurable if he 
works no less than four hours a day 
and two days a week. The employer 
pays both the employer and em- 
ployee contributions for workers 
who earn less than 90 cents a day'

No Immediate Change of 
Status Is Expected

In an effort to discover the ef- 
fect that the attack and the declar- 
ation of war by Japan on the Uni- 
ted States would have upon Amer- 
ican students at McGIU, the Daily 
carried out a telephone survey of 
a crosssectlon of American students. 

After Informing the students that 
were canvassed of the latest devel- 
opments in the Eastern situation, 
the naval battle In progress off 
HawaU, the slaughter of American 
nationals rand American troops, the 
declaration of martial' law in the 
Western states and the fear of air 
attacks, these , they were asked in 
what manner the present situation 
would effect their status at the col- 
lege. 

By far the greatest number of 



American students arc in the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine. These arc mostly 
affected due to the fact that they 
are of mWlary age. The consensus 
of opinion here seems to be that 
there would be no great need for 
manpower because of the present 
type of warfare. Most of them had 
been up before draft boards and 
had been deferred because of their 
standing as medical students In a 
recognized university. 

The American coeds did not feel 
that they personally would be af- 
fected. Apart from the feeling of 
apprehension for friends and rela- 
tives in the newly-created war 
zones, they felt that the present 
turn of events was expected and

The McGllI University Contingent 
of the C.O.T.C. yesterday held man 
oeiivrcs near Saint-Sauveur, which, 
according to Lieutenant-Colencl J 
M. Morris. M.C., V.D., were "very 
successful" The. 12S men marched 
in three separate groups 4rom 
Shawbrldge Boys Farm to a meet 
Ing-placc on the north side of. a 
mountain, near St Sauveur, where 
they took up a defensive position 
near a bridge-head. The operations 
lasted from about 8.00 a.m. to 3,15 
p.m., one platoon coming in ahead 
of schedule, the second on time, 
and the third, only a few, minutes 
behind. 

The detachment, in charge of 
Captain Charters, left .Montreal at 
2,00 p.m. Saturday and arrived at 
Shawbridge Boys' Farm — located 
some six or seven miles from St 
Sauveur" — at 4.30 pjn. The men 
were shown around the farm by 
the boys, and biUetted in the gym- 
nasium. After a six-o'clock supper 
of beans, orders were issued for the 
following day's inanoeuvres. The 



men spent the night on the gym 
floor, wrapped in a blanket and 
greatcoat. Most of them were up at 
5.30, alihbugh reveille was supposed 
to bo at 6.00 a.m. 

Roll-call was followed by a line- 
up breakfast - In the pale eight- 
o'clock moonlight tho contingent 
b«gan its march, a guide accom- 
panying ^ch of the three platoons. 
These were split up into groups of 
six men each, so that a maximum 
amount of compass-reading and di- 
rection-finding would be done by 
each individual. 

Rations for the day's operations 
had been issued Saturday night; 
they consisted of one hardtack bis- 
cuit and one chocolatcrbar, par man,' 
and one tin of bully-hesf .per- fwo 
wen. Within the. assigned, period of 
about six hours, the .three , platoons 
met' near the bridge .on. the north 
side of the mountain, and- there as- 
sumed their defensive ,, position 
against the hypothetical attack of 
the enemy attempting, to. cross the

Shakespeare's 
Works Exhibited 

300 Books 
Bequeathed 
To Library 

Appearing in a showcase exhibi- 
tion In the.<^Redpa^h;jLlbrary are 
several f8cslmn«s^«îâ "original edi- 
tions of Shakespeare's works. In- 
cluded In the display is a facsimile 
of the First Quarto. This volume 
was first published in 1653 and was 
the first attempt madç to publish a 
complete edition of the Shakespear- 
ean plays. 

Also embodied in the exhibit are 
various original edltléiis of Hamlet 
Photostat and photo^lithographed 
facsimiles of this same work con- 
stitute part of the demonstration. 

A bequest of over 300 works by 
and about Shakespeare and his time 
by the late Mr. Samuel Baylis will 
soon be added to the Redpath's al- 
ready extensive collection. This gift 
is now on its way to the library 
and Is expected 'to arrive during 
the month of January. 

Included in this bequest are sev- 
eral valuable first editions and 
early facsimiles of Shakespeare's 
plays. Various volumes on Shake- 
speare, his age, and his contempor- 
aries will be found in the collec- 
tion. 

T)te collection Is made extreme- 
ly valuable by the fact that many 
of the rarer works of Sir Francis 
Bacon and philo-Baconlan Shake- 
speare commentaries; these uphold 
the theory that Bacon really wrote 
the plays which are attributed to 
Shakespeare. 

Provision for essay prizes is also 
made In the bequest. These prizes 
will be awarded In contests open 
to all undergraduates of McGlll. 
The essays written would have to 
deal with some phase of the litera- 
ture contained in the .bequest

On Wednesday the Maccabcan 
Circle -and the Student Christian 
Movement will hold a joint meet- 
ing. This meeting will be lij the 
form of a luncheon, the Rev. Jacob 
Peltz of the International Hebrew 
Christian Alliance will speak on 
"The Jews and The Vorld Crisis." 

Rev. Peltz, formerly of Chicago, 
has his headquarters in London and 
has travelled extensively In the 
British Isles and Europe where he 
has been working among Jewish 
and Christian refugees who are the 
victims of Nazi presecution, on be- 
half of the International Hebrew 
Christian Alliance. This organiza- 
tion has been recognized by the 
British Government as a major re- 
fugee aid organization. It now main- 
tains fivo hostels In Englanil for 
this purpose. Rev. Peltz is now in 
North America to appeal on behalf 
of the Alliance and the Jews and 
Christians who are being persecut- 
ed in Europe. 

It is expected that the Reverent 
will draw from his experiences on 
the functioning of the Nazi concen- 
tration camps in his address. He 
will probably . also touch on the 
plight of the Jews In Europe, the 
breakdown of European civilization 
and rescue work among the re- 
fugees.

One of tlie first suggestions made at an 
early meeting of the War Council came 
^(from tlie Science Group, whose members 
suggested, that, if students were to tnkc 
leadership in the future, they must find 
out now in what capacity they will be 
• most useful. 

This is a problem which has received 
too little consideration, and it is important 
to the students themselves. With n clear 
conception in their minds of the needs they, 
will be filling, the students would be able 
to face the future with a little more confi 
dencc, with a little less apprehension that 
they would be giving better service in 
presumably more active line. 

The Science Group suggested that the 
War Council set up a program in order to 
appraise students of these facts; men from 
the government department and leaders in 
every phase of the country's life would be 
asked to help in such a program. 

So far no action has been taken along 
this line. So far all the action of the war 
. council has come from certain groups 
•whose work has shown the way to more 
and more of the same kind. However, a 
steady diet will grow tiresome after 
while, and we suggest that some of the rest 
pf the council's members bestir themselves 
so as to make a more active contribution 
to the War Council than they are now 
doing. , 

, 'Although the mid-year break is now 
approaching, and nothing much can be 
done before lectures are resumed again, 
this suggestion might be worth thinking 
about. The War Council can do more than 
simply help collect salvage or stage blood 
donor drives. These are commendable ef- 
forts—but why neglect the other side of 
the question?

sum of 81,012.60 duo entirely to the co- 
operative efforts of all the campus clubs 
and the students at the University of To- 
ronto. This is the result of the "March of 
Dimes" held last Wednesday at Varsity. 

The "March of Dimes" set it* objective 
at $1,000 and this objective was. reached 
in one day although the drive was expect- 
ed to run fully two or three days. The 
first "Dime" was laid on the lino by Presi- 
dent Cody of Varsity at 10 a.m. and by six 
o'clock in the evening the objective had 
been reached. 

The idea of the "March of Dimes" was 
suggested by the University of Toronto's 
Victory Club, The Victory Club is a cam- 
pus organization whose sole purpose is to 
lend its aid to the student's war-effort 
drive. This club had thb complete co- 
operation of the rest of the campus and 
also that of the authorities. Ten o'clock 
lectures started at 10.20 so that all the 
students could be present at the opening of 
the drive; 

The "March of Dimès," comparable to 
McGill's "Mile of Pennies" which was 
held a short ^hiic back, is an indication of 
the part of tho students at the universities 
to do what they can to help the war effort. 
The funds raised by Varsity will not go 
directly to the war-effort funds but will go 
for the relief of British and Canadian sol- 
diers held in German concentration camps. 

Varsity can well boast of its attain- 
ment in achieving their objectives in one 
day, but in comparing this with McGill's 
Mile of Pennies" the enrolment of the 
two universities must be taken into con- 
sideration. Toronto has more than twice 
as many students than McGill and if the 
students there had had their quota set at 
thirty cents apiece, their objective would 
have been $3,000. 

Nevertheless, a bouquet must be given 
to the students at Varsity for their success 
in the "March of Dimes" Drive. 




McGILL STRING QUARTET 

Good entertainment was offered la^t Thurs- 
day night by the McGlll String Quartet and 
Robert McBrlde, clarinetist, playing in tho 
Prince of Wales Salon of the Windsor Hotel 

The Mozart Quintet in A major highlighted 
the program, Robert McBrlde Joining the 
Quartet In a line performance. Mozart was the 
first composer to use the clarinet in a sym- 
phony, and apparently he liked the instrument 
very much for the rest of his life. And Robert 
McBrlde showed what the clarinet could do: 
from the round, limpid long notes to the short, 
sharp staccato; and thé bell-like tones in the 
upper register to the deep, mellow tones lower 
down. And all the time he played with such 
facility and produced such clean, full tone that 
listening to him was an exciting experience. 

The strings -played exceptionally well, and 
Mr. McBrlde. fitted in with them perfectly. 
Throughout, the. tone, the phrasing ai^d shad- 
ing were of very high calibre. The players ob- 
viously understood the music,' and gave it a 
performance that was sympathetic and thor- 
oughly competent 

Mr. McBrlde was heard also as composer. 
His Wise Apple Five Is a sort of Concertino 
for clarinet with' string accompanimeni It Is 
syncopated from beginning to end, the clarinet 
playing some fairly Interesting themes. Per- 
iodically there arc some horrible sounds from 
the strings, for no apparent reason. But a 
sense of humour is evident: the work may be 
a parody on something or other; or it may be 
Juft good, clean fun. At any- rate, Benny 
Goodman has nothing on Robert McBrlde 
when it comes to getting in the groove. 

The concert was opened with the Schumann 
Quartet in F major, Opus 41. In his longer 
works Schumann tends to lo^e continuity, with 
the result that the music is very often some- 
what boring. But In this quartet the propor- 
.tions^are well-nigh perfecL The first and last 
movements are Interesting; the two 'middle 
movements arc beautiful, especially the trio- 
like section of the Scherzo, 

Also on tho program was a Prelude and 
Fugue by Glazounov. Because of the title the 
work is inevitably reminiscent of Bach; unfor- 
tunately for Glazounov. < The work has some 
good points, but It Is far from 'Impressive' 

Tho McGiU String Quartet is made up of 
four excellent, thoroughgoing musicians who 
have mastered tho art of ensemble playing. 
Mr. Brott, on tho first violin, leads the Quartet 
capably. At times the tono is a litUe bad; "Mr. 
Brott sounds a little thin occasionally, and Mr. 
Beland, the cellist, sounds tinny In the loud 
passages. But this would probably be rectified 
if thëy were playing on better instruments, 
Mr. Kondaks is a superb viollst; and Mr, 
Sherrard provides an unostentatious but, very 
capable second violin. 

The crowd was the largest this season. But 
sUU It was ridiculously small, considering the 
excellent entertainment offered. • — & W.

We have always been a pushover for snappy 
ski shots and consequently found Garbo's latest 
vehicle not entirely disappointing. The last 
lew sequences depict Melvyn Douglas as a tyro 
skier swooshing madly over hill and dale, and 
the scene, harbinger as It was of Laurentlan 
visits, compensated for flat comedy, at times 
reminiscent of the Keystone Kops, and a vague 
Inchoate story." 

The opening scenes represent an epic of 
non-sequitur. After flirting with his new ski 
instructor, Greta Garbo, the wavering maga- 
zine publisher enacted by Melvyn Douglas pays 
for his dastardly manners by disappearing 
headlong into a snowdrift. His acquaintance 
with the girl had been one of five minutes or 
so. Yet, lo and behold, the very next scene 
finds the pair nit^ling at each other as if they 
meant It, the traditional across-thcthreshold 
sttiff , and vague references to a marriage, be 
Ing snbwed-ln, search parties and the like. 

The next morning, each goes his own way, 
Garbo to the hills and the outdoor life, Doug 
las back lo the magazine and New York. When 
Greta finally comes after him and finds that 
sophisticated Constance Bcnnet has her hooks 
on the rightful property of Garbo, Greta de 
cldes to fight fire with fire and .masquerades 
in the personality of a fictional twin-sister, an 
international fiUe-de-Joie. 

As the plot staggers on. It seems that the 
skier has versatility. She adroitly manoeuvres 
her husband and arouses his passions while he 
believes be is making love to his sister-in-law, 
rather than bis wife. Caught In the wake of 
the Innocent outdoor girl turned predatory 
siren are Roland Young, fatuous partner of 
Douglas, and Robert Sterling, a pampered sort 
of idiot, both having smelt the perfume of the 
supposedly easy-principled lass and both being 
very trail males, having been swept off their 
feet. 

Garbo miscalculates and Is shocked. Rather 
than evincing great disgust with tho sophlsti 
cated type and returning to the hills and an 
attending loving wife of great virtue, Douglas 
shows his preference for the international 
trollop side of the dual personality, and Is all 
for a divorce. % ' 

The rest is a pure muddle. But finally the 
truth outs when the skiing Garbo exposes a 
petlcured foot There is a mad scamper over 
the hills, a pseudo-comic dive into a lake, and 
the emergence of a blissful couple who decide 
that physical love transcends all moral doubts, 
Incldentaliy, Garbo Is not very exciting in a 
bathing suit — H. S.

This Is Deanna' Durbln's tenth starring role, 
and it is noteworthy in that it marks her first 
appearance on, the screen with Charles Laugh 
ton as co-star. 

Judging from her former pictures, in which 
she displayed musical talent but little or no 
acting ability, one might be led to expect. that 
Charles Laughton, with his well-known skill 
in character-acting would have little or no 
trouble in stealing the picture from her. But 
Durbln rises to the occasion with a sudden 
flair for comedy whose humble beginnings 
were discernible in her last picture, "Nice 
Girl?", and gives Laughton some fair compe 
tition. 

As the poor but ambitious hat-check girl 
from a small town in Idaho, or Ohio, she has 
less opportunity than usual to depend on her 
voice to carry the picture. There !s\more plot 
than we have come to expect In her films but 
it's still pretty thin. Briefly, the pIcturo*opens 
with Charles Laughton, Bob Cummings* father 
at the point of death, and anxious to see his 
son's prospecUve wife before he dies. In 
tight spot when he'cannot find bis fiancee at 
her hotel, son Bob pays Deanna to assume the 
■ role.' 

Laughton Is charmed By Deanna and com 
plications arise when he unexpectedly recov 
ers. The remainder of the plot is all mixed up 
with Laughton's efforts to make his son fall In 
love with Deanna, having eventually discov- 
ered the impersonation. 

Laughton plays his role to the lost line with 
undiminished finesse. In one scene he actu- 
ally does a conga with Deanna Durbln which 
has the audience howling with laughter. Rob- 
ert Cummlngs , as ' Jonathan Reynolds, Jr., Is 
less likeable than usual, and It Is not quite w- 
deristandable how Deanna Durbln manages to 
be so obviously in love with him. 

Guy Kibbee as the Bishop is good, but such 
a bit part Is hardly worthy of his talents. 
Dorothea Kent as Dcanna's room-mate Is an- 
other trouper who Is used to bigger and better 
joles than she has here, 

Hie picture as a whole is fairly entertain- 
ing, but by no means a smash hit It opens in 
an almost too leisurely fashion and speeds up 
Into a pleasant, not too swift light comedy, 
with an original touch In tho last sceçè,

MUST «KNOW RIGHT PEOPLE' 
TO ESCAPE OCCUPIED FRANCE 

"Hundreds of people are leaving 
the Occupied Zone of fVance in 
secret," sUted Miss NelliU Mac- 
Nulty,. who escaped from there last 
spring, and It now reader In French 
at Ttinity College. 

These fugitives. Miss MacNulty 
said, were composed largely of 
prisoners escaped from German 
Concentration Camps, and between 
patrols they were helped over the 
border by French peasants. Once 
in the Unoccupied Zone, it was pos- 
sible, though only through "laiow- 
ing the right people," to obtain 
papers. This was very difficult and 
took a long Ume,' and necessitated 
spending the winter in Clemont- 
Ferrand, near Vichy, which wai 
crowded with government officials 
and foreign embassies. Miss Mac- 
Nulty said that she never saw a 
German In Vichy. 

In Spate the Germans were re- 
moving a tremendous amount of 
food. Conditions were so bad tJiat 
it was impossible to buy bread, and 
Miss MacNulty was followed 
around the streets by llttlé children 
who were begging. 

In Barcelona the city had been 
fairly weU.rebuUt, ,butî1l^«ittylag 
districts wholp villages, remained in 
ruins from the Civil War.

Unknown to most students, the 
university school of mines main- 
tains a model mine at the south 
east comer of the campus, and it 
ain't a healthy place . for those 
soub with a morbid fear of en' 
closed places. 

Built several years ago with 
government and state funds, the 
university mine is designed to get 
embryonic miners accustomed to 
spending the rest of their lives in 
the bowels of Mother Earth. 

Tho hole was originaUy excavat- 
ed by a score of courageous WPA 
workers who wanted to get away 
from it all. Their bodies haven't yet 
been recovered. 

Entrance to the mine Is barred 
by a sinister iron door securely 
locked with a hiige' padlock of 
ancient vintage. Only graduates of 
a class of Advanced Necromancy 
and Thaumaturgy have the suffici- 
ent know-how to get past the for- 
bidding portals of the place. 

Once Inside, the visitor Is con- 
fronted with a long meandering 
tunnel, known technically as 
drift The main drift is 390 feet 
long, as the bat Hies. Cross drifts 
and miscellaneous dead-end pas 
sages measure 300 feet, while the 
lower drift Is 100 feet in. length. 

The mine's superintendent fore- 
man and crew is composed of two 
miners, Wayne Burt and Lawrence

The main level of the mine is 30 
feet below the surface while a sec- 
ond level, reached by an unsteady 
ladder with several heart-stopping 
rungs missing, is 65 feet deep. 

The mine boasts a complete light- 
ing system which makes the trad! 
tional miner's lamps as useless as 
a folding bed in an old maid's flat 
The drifts are ventilated by a large 
fan which, when it gets wound up. 
circulates 20,000 cubic feet of air 
per minute, making the university 
mine the windiest place on the 
campus, next to the Park plaza. 

The mining school announces that

The poll shows. In a clav; and 
school breakdown, that the class.of 
1944 and the Law Schoorhave the 
greatest amount of interventionist 
sentiment, 60 percent in carh case 
favoring questions one and two. 
The Freshmen come close behmd 
with 77 percent. Seniors with 75 
percent, and Juniors with 73 per 
cent In the ' Graduate -School 67 
percent also concur, where'as the 
Divinity School maintained its 
stay-out" attitude with only 41 
percent favoring further isolation, 

As in last year's poll, states the 
News, the results show an Incrcat 
ing tendency toward isolationism 
progressing across the country to 
the West coast. Tho South, Middle 
Atlantic, and New England bections 
average 80 percent In favor of 
greater participation; the .Middle 
West averages 74 percent; while the 
Pacific and Rocky Mountain regions 
show, only 59 percent"

Seventy-seven percent of Yale Is 
in favor of extending Increased war 
aid to the opponents of Germany, 
recent poll of students in New 
Haven shows. 

This figure Indicates a marked 
rise in interventionist sentiment 
since last yean according to the 
Yale News, which conducted the 
poll. 21 percent of the 2,692 men 
who voted favored "full unrestrict- 
ed military and naval participation 
In the war," surpassing the 6 per- 
cent who held the same view last 
February. ' 

The remaining 65 percent quail- 
fled their interventionist tendencies 
when they voted for "extending aid 
to England, China, and Russia' on' a 
constantly Increasing scale." '
